Dr. Sun died in Beijing of cancer 
of the liver. 

Her Yelder sister， Ai-ling， 
married the banker and later 
iminister of finance 再 siang-hsi 
Kung. Her younger sister Mei-ling 
married Chiang Kai-shek. One of 
her brothers, 工 . V, Soong, became 
the head of the Central Bank of

CHICAGO 一 A socialite stock- 
broker will be sentenced June 24 
for defrauding banKs in order to 
finance his worldwide search for 
the bones of the legendary pre- 
historic Peking Man. 

Christopher Janus，69，began 
his search iD 1972 for the fossil- 
ized” bones of the slope- 
shouldered，cannibalistic manlike 
creature that was once regarded as 
the missing link in human evolu- 
tion, He once claimed to be hot on 
the trail of a foot locker of 
Priceless fossils that Marines had 
]ost while fleeing the US embassy 
in Bejing during WVWII. Janus also 
claimed that China had recruited 
him to help locate remains of the 


creature, who hunted near Beijing . 


500,000 years ago. 

Because there really was a 
Peking Man and the bones were 
missing,，his stories were accepted， 


according to United Press Inter- 


national. Banks and the govern- 
ment eventually became suspi- 
cious of his fund-raising methods， 
resulting in 37 original charges of 
defrauding banks and friends of 
$640,000，

Madame Soong Ching Ling 


Madame Soong Ching Ling in her life of 90 years had 
seen China pass through several stages: from the imperial 
rule to the founding of a republic, from the civil conflicts 
of the warlord days to the all-out war between the Nation- 
alists and theCommunists, and from the days of the Sino- 
Japanese War to the final years of the“Cultural Revolu- 
tion” turmoil. She had shared Dr. Sun Yat-sen's Vision for 
a modern and democratic China, and had worked throug- 
hout her life toward this goal. 

A remarkable woman，she won the respect of Dr. Sun's 
asSociates when she assisted him first as his secretary, and 
later as his wife. After the death of Dr. Sun, she sided with 
the more liberal faction of the Nationalist Party and 
befriended the Communists. Even though many people 
in the Nationalist Party did not see eye-to-eye With Ma- 
dame Sooiig，they nevertheless respected her honesty， 
determination and high principles. 

She Was the only one in the famous Soong family who 
worked with the Communists to_ form the People's Re- 
public in 1949. Although she received many high honors 
and important titles，Madame Soong was never in the 
central leadership arena.She was not involved in any 
political movement which at times tore the country apart. 
For the past thirty years，she remained faithful to her 
work in promoting the welfare of women and children,and 
alleviating suffering through relief and other charitable 
WoOrKks. 

She never failed to remind the Chinese the contributions 
of Dr. Sun， even during the difficult days of the “Cultural 
Revolution.”Works of Dr. Sun were collected and publish- 
ed at her urging. Her care and concern kept many Imem- 
orials to Dr. Sun open. Many foreigners，because of their 
friendship and respect for Madame Soong，stayed on to 
work in China at a time when 让 was not popujlar for them 
to do So. 

After her passing, the Chinese press praised her for her 
character and humility. They pointed out that She neyer 
used her special position as Dr. Sun's wife to seek personal 
gain Or profit， When she was critically ill，she made a 
request to be buried in her family"s modest plot in Shang- 
hai，rather than at Dr. Sun's grand burial monument in 
Nanjing.， 

Madame Soong's life symbolized the cooperation be- 
tween the Nationalists and the Communists. We share the 
hope of most Chinese for a peaceful resolution to the 
remaining Nationalist-Communist conflict. Ihe best way 
to _ remember Madame Soong and Dr. Sun is to Work for 
a strong, united and democratic China.

Delay Announced on 
Homework Decision 


LOS ANGELES Labor 
Secretary Raymond Donovan has 
agreed to wait at least a month 
before lifting the ban on industrial 
homework，after labor leaders， 
government officials and even 
Some big garment manufacturers 
criticized his Proposal to lift the 
40-year-old ban as taking a giant 
step backward in the garment 
industry. 

Donovan announced the delay 
Thursday at a news conference， 
but according to the Associated 
Press has not yet indicated 
whether he will abandon the 
Proposal altogether，He had a 下 
nounced the proposal to abolish 
the homework regulation May 5 in 
the Federal Register，and critics 
had 30 days to respond before he 
acted，His postponement delays 
any further action until July 5. 

“It makes no sense whatever to 
indicate an interest in removing 
Sweatshop” coliditions in this、 
industry while moving simulta- 
neously to re-establish the worst 
form of exploitation of labor,” 
Gov，Brown ' wrote in a letter of 
Donovan that was released Thurs- 
day， 

REPREHENSIBLE 

According to _ government es- 
timates，more than 80% of the 
175,000 workers in California's $3 
bijllion-a-year garment industry 
are illegal aliens who are fre- 
quently unaware of their rights or 
afraid of being deported 让 they 
come forward and protest unfair 
working conditions, AP reported. 

Donovan has been investigating 
Sweatshops in New Yorks gar- 
ment industry， and has said their 
conditions are reprehensible，ac- 
cording to AP. 

Leaders of _ southern 
fornias garment，industry were 
also present. at Thursdays news 
conference with a plan to police 
themselves and help eradicate 
SwWeatshops. 

Under their “self-policing” 
plan， manufacturers would 
conduct ad campaigns and edu- 
cational ，seminars to inform 
Workers and small contractors of 
their rights and duties under the 
law.， The campaigns would be 
conducted in Chinese， Korean， 
Spanish and English.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
Dragon Boat Festival，one of 
Chinas oldest and most well- 
known traditions， will be cele- 
brated this Saturday.， Obser- 
vances in China and elsewhere in 
Asia are festive，often including 
dragon boats floating or racing 
down rivers， In SF the observan- 
ces are simpler，concentrating on 
the special food and special story 
of the holiday， 

The Dragon Boat Festival，held 
on the fifth dqay of the 划 ifth month 
of the lunar calendar，commem- 
orates the death of Chu Yuan， 
considered by many to be China's 
greatest poet , ( 正 /W6/37170) 

More than a poet，Ch'u was a 
government official， and most 
importantly， a man of great 
personal integrity, His death was 
caused not by illness or accident， 
but by bis enormous grief over the 
downfall of his king, to whom he 
Was always loyal，When Chu 
Yuan's grief became too great for 
him to bear，he drowned himself 
in the Milo _ River in the Hunan 
Province， 

LOYALTY 

Despite ChuYuans loyalty to a 
country and king，he was not 
treated kindly at court. He served 
King Huai of the Chu kingdom 
during the “Period of Warring 
States in the 4th century B.C. As 
a minister at _ court Chu Yuan 
drafted ordinances to rid the 
Chus ,federal  _ government of 
corrupt public officials，and to 
reduce the tax burden on te Poor 
common people. 

Though he was da to 
King Huai，Chu Yuan was the 
object of jealousy and hatred from 
the other court ministers，They 
plotted against him，and set out to 
break up the six-state alliance that' 
Chu Yuan had formed to protect 
the Chru against the aggressive 
Ch'in kingdom ， 

King Huai' was duped by his 
sejfish _ ministers，and，following 
their false counsel, .expelled Chu 
Yuan from the court，Depressed 
and ljonely，Chu Yuan wandered 
the lands north of the Han River， 
and wrote his longest and most 
famous poem， .Sao.， It is 


"sometimes translated as“Encoun- 


tering Sorrow,” sometimes ， as 
“Sorrow of Departure,”:， and 
depicts the disillusionment of a 
Soul in agony,

“We hope to develop stronger 
legal resources here，and central- 
ize Services,， explained Shum. 
Cultural understanding in the legal 
comPponent is very important,， and 
the program，using funds from the 
AABA, hopes to be able to find a 
woman to provide the legal coun- 
sel，as another way of providing 
the battered woman with a posi- 
tive female role model. 

In addition to the counseling 
and legal services，the program 
also offers social services to help 
the women solve new daycare and 
living needs，and employment 
Services to _ help them enter Or re- 
enter the work market. 

“Many of these women are like 
a 'bruised reed' and so emotion- 
ally battered that it's very hard for 
them when they need to find a 
job,”Wu pointed out.

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The End of an Era: 
Wing Duck Co. Closes 


By LELAND WONG 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The ham- 
mers pounded and the electric Saw 
buzzed，making way for modern 
ofhces and new apartments on the 
Upper foors of the Ming Yee 
bullding on Grant Avenue. Below， 
103-year-old Chock Iong Lau sat 
in the back of Wing Duck Com- 
pany watching his wife，sons， 
daughters and grandchildren bus- 
ly packing items into boxes to be 
moved out. 

IMPORTER 

Lau was born in Zhongshan 
county of Guangdong province in 
China.， He went to Hawaii at a 
very young age to- work on the 
pineapple plantations. Later，Lau 
came to San Francisco where he 
first opened the Wing Duck Com- 
pany in 1915 on Stockton Street 
where the Mandarin Towers now 
stand. IThe store was named after 
Wing Duck Cheong，a _ store in 
Honolulu. Lau's store moved to 
928 Grant Avenue in 194$，and 
Specialized in Hawallan foods and 
liquors. 

Lau was one of .the original 
executive members of the Lung 
Kong Association， which he 
helped build，The association 
agreed to lease the Grant Avenue 
store to Lau for as long as he 
wanted it. 

The Wing Duck Company Sup- 
plied vegetables and woks to many 
Chinese restaurants in Chinatown 
and shipped goods out of state. 
The company was once the major 
importer，bottler and distributor 
of Ng Ga Pei，a strong Chinese 
whiskey. 

The store was also well known 
as an importer of fresh foods from 
Hawalii such as lotus roots，lichee 
nuts，Sugar cane，ginger，frozen 
poi，coconut milk，dried aku and

dried opelu. Lau also made his 
own Hawalian foods for sale such 
as lau-lau，made from ti leaves， 
butterfsh and Smoked salmon， 
Many homesick Hawaiians Said it 
reminded them of home， Many 
Hawallian customers were SUTI- 
Prised to find tht Lau could speak 
fuent Hawaiian, often better than 
they could. 


For Lau's company，the most 


Prosperous period was after World 
War II. However，business began 
to decline in the late 1950s when 
Japanese companies dominated 
the distribution of Hawaiian 
goods. 

The youngest of Lau's ten chil- 
dren，David，28 years old，feels 
that people's tastes have also 
changed. “Hawaiians nowadays 


tend to eat more potatoes and rice 
than they do poi. They are a lot ， 


better off than before. ”He esti- 
mates that the only other store in 
SF that sells poi is in Japantown. 
“TI _ remember the same families 
came in every. weekend to buy 
poi，he said. 

“Al my brothers and sisters 
have grown up and put their time 
in working in this store. My broth- 
ers used to deliver rice for 50Y a 
bag and dreaded deliveries with 
three Or more fights of stairs,” 
David said. Although many of his 
brothers and sisters have moved 
on to better jobs and raising their 
own families, some still manage to 
fnd time to come and help out at 
the store. 

The Wing Duck Company re- 
ceived their eviction notice last 
November when the Lung 必 ong 
Association decided to remodel 
the Ming Yee building.“We tried 
to fight the eviction since the Lung 
Kong Association agreed that my 
father could rent the store for as

with Europe，Though Europe's 
trade with Taiwan is growing 
faster than its trade with China，

"Asia Trade Organization told the 
Cjhrisfiamn Science Monmitor that 
"trade with 了 Rurope has not gone 
as wehoped.” 
“We spend most of our time 
finding ways _ around all the 
Testrictions set up against us by the 
European Community,” he 
added.，Some of these restric- 
tions include high duties on 
exports Such as wooden louvered 
doors into_ Britain or umbrellas 
into France，and Taiwan was 
angry in 1978，the Moniitor re- 
Ported,，when theuropean Com- 
munity ( 卫 C) left Taiwan out of a 


textile ”agreement with “other 
developing nations. 

INEORMAL 
Despite the setbacks， trade 


between Taiwan and 了 urope has 
grown to $5 billion from $300 
mjllion ten years ag0, Taiwan has 
also turned to eastern Europe， 
with whom it did $60 million 
worth of trade in 1980, 

了 Europe accounted for 12.6 勾 of 
Taiwans trade in 1980，ranking 
fourth behind Asia,， North 
America and the Middle 下 ast. 
Fear of annoying Beijing has kept 
many 卫 uropean negotiations with 
Taiwan on aniinformal basis，the 
Monitor reported. 

“However more European trade 
Tepresentatives are Setting UP 
offices in Taiwan， and five 
European banks :have opened 
branches here. 

“Gradually，imore and more 
European companies will be dis- 

illusioned with trade with the 
mainland,”Yeo said，adding that

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-China's Academy of Sciences 
Elects New Leadership 


BEIJING 一 The Academy of 
Sciences has elected a scientist 
instead of a Communist official as 
-president for the first time in its 
26-year history.， Lu .Jiaxi， a 
physical chemist trained at Lon- 
don ,University and the Cali- 
fornia_ Institute of Technology， 
was elected president May 19 by 
the academy's 29-member Presi- 
dium，which- had been elected 
earlier that morning during the 
fourth session of the academy's 
400-member Scientific Council， 

Scientists all over China were 
delighted with” the ， change， 
according to a report in the 
Christianm Science Momitor， They 
had long resented day-to-day 
interference by communist party 
officials -who lacked competence 
in _ scientific matters，Under the 
academy's new constitution，also 
approved _ during the Councils 
fourth session，two-thirdqs of the 
presidium members will be elected 
from _ the scientific Council，and 
the remaining one-third will come 
from the government， 

The presidium is the academy's 
decision-making organ when the 
Scientific Council is not in session， 
and according to Ta 天 ung Pao has 
authority to ratify the academy's 
research and development Pro- 
grams， confer honorary acad- 
emic titles and awards，decide on 
international scientific exchanges， 
appoint and remove senior Per- 
sonnel, and establish and readjust 
research institutions. 

Outgoing president Fang Yi，a 
high party offticial who took office 


in 1977，had refused to run for 
reelection, and said there were too 
many bureaucrats working in the 
academy，the Monmitor reported 
he said it was time a scientist took 
over the academy's leadership， 

Before Fang，GCua Moruo，a 
scholar and literary figure，had 
headed the academy for 22 years. 

According to the Momitor，the 
party and _ government in China 
are_ trying to make amends to 
scientists，many of whom were 
persecuted _ during the Cultural 
Revolution，China now needs its 
Scientists”expertise to modernize 
its economy， 

Scientists like Zhou Peiyuan， 
former President of Beijing 
University, recognize the need for 
overall party control of the 
academy，the Monmnitor reported， 
but not for party direction ip 
scientific _ decisions，During their 
ten-day session in Beijing，Council 
members visited the late Chair- 


man Mao Zedong's residence in 


the_ Forbidden City，and mnoted 
Mao's neglect of modern science 
and technology. 

“(Mao's books) are So musty,，SO 
old,” one scientist told the Momi1- 
tor.“From the Ming Dynasty and 
before. No western books, aothing 
on science and technology. 再 ow 
could he expect to run a modern 
country steeping himself in such 
old booksP 

Lu Jiaxi，66，who did research 
on structural _ chemistry under 
Linus Pauling while studying ip 
Caljlifornia，will serve a four-year 
term as president，and under the

writers， (Erank Chin， Jeffrey 
Chan，Shawn Hsu Wong，etc,) 
who voice fury，desperation and 
indignation . 

Han pointed out that after 130 
years，Chinese Americans litera- 
ture has not matured as other 
major ethnic groups such as the 
blacks and Jews have matured，

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Hong Kong Prepares for 
Summer Influx of Refugees 


HONG KONG 一 Gearing up 
for the summer flow of boat 
People，the tiny island of Hong 
Kong must deal not only with the 
Vietnamese refugees，but with 
jllegal Chinese immigrants and 
with ethnic Chinese refugees from 
Vietnam who first fled to China， 
and now are dissatisfied with the 
hardships of life there， 

As these three groups converge 


on Hong Kong, some go to refugee 


camps，but others，notably the 
Chinese immigrants, blend in and 
compete with Hong Kongs local 
population of more than 5 million 
for crowded housing，jobs，and 
Special precious space. 

According to _a report in the 
Cjristian Science Momitor，there 
are 19,000 Vietnamese refugees in 
camps ip Hong“ Kong. The 
number has dropped from the 
1979 high of 70,000 refugees 
partly because the US is taking in 
upto 1,500 a month, a Hong Kong 
refugee worker told the Momnitor， 
Though few countries besides the 
US accept the Vietnamese 
refugees， most are eventually 
Tesettled from the camps to third 
countries.
